THE CULTURE OF FOUEST TUBES. 


(Correspoudeucf.' of the Providence Journal } 


I am wot much acquainted with (he soil 


of Rhode Island, but I have Keen ft portion 
of the stnto iu repeatedly pusiug through 
it on the Shore Line Kailroiul. 
I have not 


been in U>R «t»tfl for several years, but lay 
recollections of that section seen are, that it 
was rather destitute of forest growth. 
If 


other parts of llhode Island not occupied by 
villages are as deficient in forest trees oa ilio 
tract alluded to. there is room for iroprore- 
iiient. 


Presuming that many of youe readers ifi&y 


be interested in tree culture, I venture to 
write out n few thoughts in relation to the 
subject, hoping that by calling attention to ( 
it an interest may bo excited which sb&ll 
lead to profitable aelion. For not only will ' 
the planting of forest trees in the New Eng- 
land States increase tho resources of fuel 
and timber, but it will also, as is generally 
believed, have nu influence upon our oli- 
uiate, in ameliorating its severity, both as 
regards heat and cold. 


The trees that it would seem most desira- 


ble to propagate, in my own judgment, would 
be the oak, maple, birch, elm, ash, spruce 
find pine in their varieties, with chestnut 
and perhaps n few others not hero enumer- 
ated. 


Some trees, like the willow, will grow 


from slips. But the more general methods 
of propagation are by sowing seeds and by 
transplanting. Many nurserymen procure 
seedlings from the forest, where they have 
sown themselves, and set them out iu tljeir 
nurseries where they can be cultivated fdv 
two cr three years, aud then they are reatfy 
for sale, to be transplanted to where they 
are to remain permanently. 
The maple3 


elm, birch and pine will bear vetransplukJ- 
ing ; but such a practice is liable to injure | 
the symmetry of growth. 
A white pine, or i 


hemlock, or a Norway spruce, will be checked 
in its growth at the top by transplanting. 


Last May I furnished a man on Cape Cod 


(who ie deeply interested in tree culture,) 
with a thousand white pine seedlings, which 
I gathered from a tract of laud from which 
a heavy growth of hard and soft timber had 
recently been taken. Those ccedlings wers 
immediately set out according to directions 
which I gave, aud notwithstanding the 
severe drought which prevailed on the Cape 
last summer, more than half of the seed- 
lings lived aud made some growth. 
The 


soil of tho Cape is very thin, aud sandy, so 
that the planting of those pines was n 
doubtful experiment, but it succeeded. 
It 


is proper to add, however, that much of 
the success was due lo the pains taken in 
transplanting. In setting out any kind of a 
tree, if we would have it live aud, thrive, 
we must bestow much care on the work. 
J3ut especially in transplanting evergreens 
must we be very particular. I will not 
describe the course to be pursued iu setting 
out evergreens in this article. I may write 
it out at some other time, if desired. 
I am 


inclined to think that a grove of white pine 
can ba sooner aud more readily secured by 
trauspl anting seedlings of a year or two 
year's growth,thaii by saving the seed. 


The pitch-piue, however, can be obtained 


from the seed very easily. 
There are many 


hundred, of acres on Cape Cod now covered 
with o, thick, heavy growth of pith-pines, 
where, previous lo sowing the pine seed, 
nothing grew but beach grass, and what 
they call poverty grass, (Hudsoniato,mcnta.} 
The Gaudy, barren wastes that made a large 
portion of the Cape so dismal to the visiting 
strangers have, within tho period of thirty- 
five years, become nice forests. 
Pitch pine 


tree planting has mainly employed the at- 
tention of the Cape people, with hero and 
there a cluster of white and yellow locusts, 
for these grow very easily on sandy soil. 
But recently attention has been turned to 
the planting of yellow, red and white oak 
acoriis, and the present apprarance is Hint 
success will attend the efforts made. 


What has been done on Capo Cod iu for- 


est tree planting, has been carried ou upon 
a larger scale iu many of the Western states, 
dotting over their once treeless prairies with 
splendid groves of beautiful trees, giving 
variety to landscape scenery, serving as 
windbreaks to many fruit orchards, and al- 
ready producing, in many places, n good 
supply of fuel.
